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HEADQUARTERS NEWS

We have good news and bad news to report this time. First 
the good news. QCWA is growing by leaps and bounds. We had 
45 new members in September, 65 in October and 82 in November! 
Chapter activity is at an all time high and we now have 77 
chapters. People are working on forming new chapters in at 
least eight other areas - including two overseas. All of this, 
of course, is leading to more material for the Newsletter. 


Now the bad news. Costs of everything have been going up - 
including printing and postage. So the bigger and better 
Newsletter and bigger and bigger yearbooks mean bigger and 
bigger expenses. The present dues just won't cover it. 


At the October 26 meeting of the Board of Directors, two 
actions were taken. First, action was started on obtaining 
the IRS Code 501 (c){3) non-profit status (scientific and 
educational) which will permit us to qualify for the non- 
profit postal permit. This can mean a savings of over $1,000 
a year. Be sure to read the proposed amendment to the QcWA 
Constitution in the center spread (pages 23-26) and return 
your ballot promptly so that we can procede with the neces- 
sary legal work. 


The second action was to vote to increase the dues, 
effective March 31, 1975. An increase in dues has been 
discussed and postponed by the Board a number of times over 
the past two years. You really have been getting a pretty 
big bargain, What other organization can you belong to for 
only $2.33 a year and get a h out of it as you are get- 
ting out of QcWA? An increase of $1 per year is now con- 
sidered absolutely necessary in order to cope with the 
inflated costs of everything and to provide increased 
services to the membership. E you will agree it 
is still a bargain.

After March 31, 1975, dues will be increased to $10.00 for 
three years. Life Memberships will increase to $50. The §3 
entry fee remains the same.

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A TRIBUTE AND A CHALLENGE 
By Rovert E, Lee 


Following is a review of comments made by FCC Commissioner 
fhe Honorable Robert E. Lee before the 27th annual- convention 
of the QOWA in Orlando, October 26. Commissioner Lee is 
approaching the Quarter Century mark in his service with the 
Commission. He will have been with the Commission longer than 
any other individual. He leaves no doubt that he is a friend 
of Amateur Radio. 


+++Tonight I would like to state my opinion of the value of 
Amateur Radic to our country and also to the world of tele- 
communications. ...It is not my intent to chronicle all the 
good deeis of Amateurs over the years. In recent years, how- 
ever, their performance in emergency situations deserves high 
mark such as during the Nicaraguan earthquake abcut a year 
ago, and more recently the "Fifi" Hurricane disaster in Honduras, 
These instances are plus marks in relation to your occupancy of 
the spectrum, 


«Amateur Radio is a consuming avocation in ones! youth; 
often an indispensable foundation for a professional tareer in 
electronics, and a source of tremendous pleasure and interest 
later in life. ...In the tempo of the times, it would be well 
to realize that Amateur Radio is subject to scrutiny. ... the 
Amateur population in the United States is decrea at the 
present time by about 350 licensees per month. ies ts happen- 
ing while all other services are increasing. The Citizens Radio 
Service is approaching the one million mark. I think this is a 
serious matter for Amateur Radio, because it tells me something 
is wrong. I can't believe that the allure of "ham radio" has 
disappeared, nor that our youth are so blase in the space age 
that they no longer get a thrill out of having their own private 
laboratory with which to field test their equipment on the air. 
So, while most other services are increasing their numbers 
several fold, the median age of the typical Amateur is now over 
40 years. While I am not in a position to suggest a total cure 
for this situation, it does seem to me that there are some poten- 
tial remedies which might “nerease the "squeak factor" of the 
Amateur Radio Service. 


fhe Amateur and Citizens Division of the Commission is ser- 
tously studying a re-structuring of the Amateur Service which, 
among various things, would make provision for a "no-code" 
amateur license authorizing operation above 144 MHZ. In ad~ 
dition, it would amend the license structure so as to enable 
licensees in the VHF/UHF region, after further qualifying, to 
eventually merge and amalgamate their interests and operations 
with those whose interests are primarily in the HF portion of 
the spectrum. 


...There is a philosophy among (frequency) allocators that 
says, "...if you don't use it, you lose it." I'm not predict- 
ing the loss of Amateur Radic operations in this portion of the 
spectrum, but I would urge you to engage in long range planning

Amateur Radio has a tremendous value to mankind, not only 
in this country where we permit and encourage amateurs to 
participate in emergency communication, but in relation to 
the other aspects of the "Basis and Purpose" of Amateur Radio. 


«+-What about the future of Amateur Radio? You know that 
there is scheduled a General World Administrative Radio Con- 
ference of the ITU in 1979, at which the entire radio spec- 
trum will bs studied, evaluated and considered for realloca- 
tion among the various users. In this country we, have already 
begun our investigation of the required spectrum for all our 
services. This will continue for the next several years, 
until we decide what the United States! position will be at 
the Conference. No one can say yet what the United States! 
position will be for the Amateur Service. ...In my experience 
in ITU conferences, I have learned that there is no substitute 
for advance preparation. There is no magic that can take the 
Place of planning and liaison with other countries.. This is 
especially true today with the voting structure of the ITU. 

As long as we determine allocations on a voting basi§, which 
I question, there is just no other way to further your proposals, 


+ «The QCWA can be an influential force in this planning 
stage for the future of Amateur Radio. Recognizing the present 
transitional phases of communications, there was never a 
better opportunity to improve your allocation status, espec- 
jally in the high frequency portion of the spectrum. I don't 
mean it will be easy nor pre-ordained, But if it is to ever 
happen, the 1979 Conference is the arena for the decision, 


Your Amateur Satellite program is well on its way. OSCAR 7 
is due to be launched any day now. ...I envisage the day when 
Amateurs will have a global satellite system utilizing near 
geostationary orbits for their satellites. The areas of 
innovation have probably passed from the terrestrial sphere 
to the spacial arena, but that should be ns insurmountable 
barrier to Amateurs! contributions to future technical develop- 
ments. Circumstances may well inhibit individual inventions 
in such a complicated field. But in a professional capacity 
with the background of Amateur Radio, innovation can be 
enhanced and I believe that Amateurs will continue to make 
a large contribution in the technical field. 


By now you should know that I believe in Amateur Radio. I 
believe it is a valuable aspect of our life. And I shail do 
everything in my power to assist in its continued well-being, 
looking toward its further contributicns to our national 
telecommunication requirements.

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PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO QCWA CONSTITUTION 


In accordance with a resolution adopted by 
unanimous vote of the QCWA Board of Directors at 
the Annual Meeting on October 26, 1974, the follow— 
ing amendment is proposed concerning the purpose 
of the Association, as presently described in 
Article I, section 2. 


RESOLVED THAT: 


The purpose of the Association shall be: 

(a) To foster and develop scientific and 
educational interest directed toward the 
advancement of theory and practice of 
Radio, Electronics, Electrical Engineer- 
ing and allied branches of related arts 
and sciences. The character of its scope 
is non-national and trans-national and 
the territory in which its operations 
are to be conducted is the entire world. 

(b) To promote friendship and co-operation 
among amateur wireless and radio operators 
of more than twenty five years standing. 

(c) To take a general interest in all matters 
affecting or involving amateur wireless 
or radio and to sponsor such actions as 
may be deemed proper in their interests.

AMENDMENT TO QCWA CONSTITUTION PROPOSED 


Efforts are under way to qualify the QCWA as a scientific and educational 
organization under the provisions of IRS Code Section 501 (C) (3). 


The advantages of this rating are many. The most immediate benefit is 
the non-profit postage rate which would permit mailing the Newsletter at 
1.8¢ each instead of the present 6.3¢ each. This would mean a savings of 
over $1,000 a year on postage for the Newsletters alone. 


It would also permit income tax deductions for donors of ‘gifts to the 
QCWA museum and to such things as scholarship funds, etc, 


a 
We feel that the QCWA does qualify. It is just a matter of putting 
the proper wording into the Constitution to show that the organization 
is not just a social club but has serious purposes with regard to the 
scientific and educational advancement of radio and communication. 


At the October 26 meeting of the Board of Directors, a resolution 
was adopted by unanimous vote, calling for an amendment of the Consti- 
tution concerning the purpose of the Association, as presently described 
in Article I, Section 2, to permit application for non-profit rating 
under the provisions of IRS Code Section 501 (C) (3). This would then 
conform to the provisions of the amended certificate of Incorporation 
of the Association under the New York State Not-for-Profit Corporation 
Law. See the amended section on the next page and call for ballot. 


An amendment to the Constitution requires approval by at least 2/3 
of the members voting. Please cast your ballot promptly so that we 
may take advantage of this non-profit rating. 


Pull this page from the Newsletter and return the ballot to the 
Executive Secretary. Ballots must be postmarked prior to February 15, 
1975, to be counted.

In 1921, as 73P (the J&P are no 
coincidence) his first contacts were 
with KDIB and KDIC of the Sand Hill 
Oil Company at Rawlings. His first 
vig was a ¢ Kw Murdock, then a 3 Kw 
Packard and, finally, a Thordarson 1 
Kw unit using 25 kv. His condensers 
were made from photographic plates and 
tin foil and he used a rotary with a 
u-wire flat top. The magnetic kick- 
back would always manage to set the 
house on fire, and he enjoyed his 
operation on high power even if the 
light in the bathroom of the boarding 
house came on whenever he held the 
key down, 


In the fall of 1922 he went to 
school in Boulder, Colorado and worked 
with Bob Owens while building 9XAQ. 

The X in the call meant that it was an experimental station. 

They used a double commutator de generator to power the "trans- 
mitter" to 250 watts on ew and 125 watts on phone - using Heising 
modulation. Bob Owens later became the chief engineer at KOA. 


In March of 1933 he was issued his present call, W5CWE. Later 
in 1933 he handled 9 messages from W6CWE concerning the Califor- 
nia Earthquake. In 1952, Jim went up before the FCC and passed 
his extra class license. He finally retired in 1971 and has 
been enjoying his hobby and the fine fellowship which is stan- 
dard in the Ham world.
